The review of a^jillery and cavalry yes- 


terday, showed tke rar.id progress which 
has been, made ia.Strengthening these two 
irapprtarit arms.o^ the service. 
Gen. Me- 


Clellan is .evid^rjitly well awa.ro that at Al- 
ma and Inker.Bi'aii, at Splferino and Mageu- 
ta, those grea.fest of modern combats, " for- 
tune fayorefl: the side having the heaviest 
artillery,.".-and he has also endeavored to 
supply Jhe want of cavalry, manifest at 
Bull .Bjin. The state of New York has 
doue. great service to the young command- 
er ..by? lending the general government a 
score of Parott guns, with carriages, cais- 
sons and full equipments, and thus ena- 
.bled him to immediately fit out fonr bat- 
teries. A large majority of the newly en- 
fisted cannoniers are also from New York, 
many of them veterans who have served in 
<he European armies. 


The review was on the large unincloaed 


plateau east of Ihe capitol, which is toler- 
ably level, but undrained, so that the rains 
of the previous night filled all the holes 
and hollows with water, which the fee.t of 
the horses soon worked into the clay, form- 
ing a thick mud, which was bespattered 
over the Tower portion of both men and 
their steeds. This was probably preferable 
to the dust, which otherwise would have cov-. 
ered everything aa with a cloud. 


'The troops were paraded iu triple lines, 


each one forming a right angle. Ou the 
right was the artillery, eighteen full batter- 
ies, reaching past the angle in the lines, 
aud on the left was the cavalry, six thou- 
sand five hundred strong. Behind the cav- 
alry were the woods bordering the eastern 
branch, while before them loomed up the 
capitol, with its unfinished dome. 


The spectators were numerous. Presi- 


dent Lincoln and wife, with Secretary Sew- 
ard, 
Mr. Fred Seward and wife, came on 


the ground in carriages, and had some dif- 
ficulty in passing within the line of gen- 
tries, as the sergeant of the guard had or- 
ders not to admit any vehicle within his 
bounds. But Gen. Porter came to the re- 
lief of the distinguished guests, and Mr.1 


Lincoln complimented the sergeant, as ho 
made way for (ho presidential equipages. 
The Brazilian minister was present with his 
family, and the remaining elite of Wash- 
ington were, the ladies standing ou. the 
boxes of carriages, formiug a sceue very 
like the Derby races. 


At noon precisely, a major general's sa- 


lute announced the presence of the young 
commander of the Potomac, who galloped 
ou the ground, followed by his staff, and ra- 
corted by Capt. Barker's Chicago Dragoons. 
Gen'l HcClellan's features are too well- 
known to bu described, but it would be im- 
possible to portray the energy and vitality 
which characterized him as he passed down 
the^line on his cliesnut charger "inspect- 
ing" 
almost every man, horse and weapon, 


with a critical eye. _ He is evidently one of 
those " born to command.". 
* 


In the staff were the officers upon whom 


the General depends to see that his phins 
are carried out, and who are soldiers of ex- 
perience, with Gen. Blenkeraud other brig- 
adiers, the French Princes, and other for- 
eign military men. The 'stara'andstripes' 
which designated the position of the re- 
viewing oflicer, had been placed nearly op- 
posite the angle in the line, and there tin; 
President and his party had taken a posi- 
tion, but the General ordered it to 
br> 


changed to higher ground near the right of 
the line. 


"Prepare to paas in review!' Artillery by 


batteries! Cavalry by companies I Bight 
wheel 1 Forward march !" and the impos- 
ing column commenced its deh'le., the bands 
and trumpeters playing at the second t.nrn, 
and wheeling out after they hn.d passed tins 
reviewing cortege. The regulars headed 
the artillery, but the volunteer batteries ap- 
peared to almost equal advantage, while 
the .different pattern of gnus—ParroU's, 
James', Whitwortlrs, aud the old regula- 
tion—showed that our army has all the im- 
provements. 


The cavalry was led by the Second dra- 


goons, with a full 'band, a gallant corps, 
which far eclipsed the volunteers behind 
them, especially the New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania troopers, who are not exactly up 
to the mark. 


The long array passed but once in re- 


view, at a walk, and then left the field in 
separate corps, to the disappointment of 
those who expected to witness evolutions of 
the line. Gen. McClellan then rode to his 
qarters, and the spectators dispersed, every 
one well satisfied with this specimen of the 
reorganized army. 


MICHIGAN TROOPS ORDERED TO KENTUCKY. 


—An order has been received by our state 
adjutant general, directing all the organized 
forces now in Michigan to be sent to 
Ken- 


tucky. Per contra, Gen. Sherman, in coiii- 
mand in Kentucky, wants armed troops, 
and don't want them unless armed and 
equipped. There are three or four regi- 
ments—two of infantry, and one, if not 
two, 


of cavalry—full and ready, awaiting only 
their arms and 
equipments—and, when 


these are furnished, they will march when 
their country calls. It is to be hoped they 
will be soon supplied, 'and thus be enabled 
to do, what nearly every man wants to do ; 
meet their country's enemies on the battle 
field, which they cannot do until furnished 
with necessary arms and equipments 
Detroit tribune, Oct. IWi. 


REBEL PRISONERS RELEASED.—The pris- 


oners brought down from Canton a few days 
ago, 
were marched down to Col. Glover's 


head-quarters, corner of Main and Front 
streets, when the oath of allegiance was ad 
ministered to them, and they were released. 
They returned the same night on the Hatii- 
ilton Belle. This practice of arresting reb- 
els in Missouri, bringing them to Qnincy 
trotting them throngh. the city a few times, 
feeding and lodging thern in camp a week 
or two, and then releasing theia.on parole 
of "honor, is becoming too farcical to be in- 
dulged in much longer.

County Superintendent. 


The people of this couuty will be called 


upon to elect a county 'superintendent of 
schools this fall. It is a very important of- 
fice, and great care should be taken to se- 
lect the best man for the position. We do 


not mean to say, except by our vote at the 
•lection, who the man is, but we consider 
it proper to point oat the duties of this of- 
ficer under the new law, so that the electors 
of the county can judge for themselves.— 
The following are some of the duties of 
county ruperintetndent: 


1st To examine and license teachers. 
2d. To visit and inspect schools. 
3d. To organize and conduct institutes 


for the instruction of teachers^ and to en- 
courage teacher's associations. 
' 4th. To adri«e in all questions arising 
under the operation of the school laws in 
his county. 


5th. To introduce to the notice of teach- 


ers and the people the best modes of in- 
struction, the physiological laws which gov- 
ern the health and growth of the young, 
and the most approved plans of buildiiig 
and ventilating school houses. • 


6th. He is to transmit reports of the con- 


dition and prospects of the schools under 
his supervision, to the state superintendent 
of public initruction. 


7th. He is to divide the couuty into in- 


spection districts, for the convenience of 
teachers offering themselves for examina- 
tion. 


It will be perceived that the duties, if 


conscientiously performed iu this couuty, 
are sufficient to occupy the whole time of 


educated and 
competent man. He 


should have more than $600 per annum, as 
the services of the right man are worth 
more than that, and will command it. We 
are therefore in favor of increasing the sal- 
ary, which can be done by the county board 
of supervisors. 


The following are some of the necessary 


qualifications of a good county suporiuten- 
dent: 


He should be a person of high moral and 


religious character—n thorough scholar— 
familiar with the best modes of teaching— 
experienced in the management and in- 
struction of schools. His attainments and 
character should be such as to command 
the respect and confidence of teachers and 
parents. 


He should not be a politician, and all par- 


ties should unite in selecting him. He 
should be elected because he is the moat 
competent man for this responsible position 
that can be found in the county. 


Who is the man ? Let the people care- 


fuilj weigh the question, and decide for 
themselves. 


A SPEECH FROM GEN. LANK. 


How tit* K»H«aa Brigade C»rri«* ou 
tbe War. 


At a meeting called in Leavenworth, last 


Wednesday evening, the 8th, to urge the 
separate military department of Kansas, 
and some other reforms for the better de- 
fence of the border, Gen. James H. Lane 
made an elaborate and characteristic speech 
in defence of the Kansas Brigade. He said: 


Two months ago the Kansas Brigade was 


organised. I was put at the head of it, with 
the respect, the confidence, aye, tho love of 
every man in that command. Every day 
since it entered the field it has been active- 
ly engaged for the protection of Kansas 
atid the government. It has not been 
whipped, it has not surrendered. 
Why is 


it that these creatures at the Fort sneer at 
it? They abuse the Kansas Brigade be- 
cause it baa not surrendered to the enemy. 
They sneer at the Kansas Brigade because 
we have never engaged the enemy without 
whipping them like the devil. Go to Ne- 
vada where 56 of the Kansas Brigade met 
and defeated 200 rebels; go to Ball's Mill, 
where 130 Kansas whipped 350 traitors ; 
go to Dry wood, where 400 men under 
Montgomery for two hours fought 7,000 of 
the enemy and drove them back from your 
soil; go to Papinsvillu, where 200 of our 
men conquered 1,800 rebels, killed five of 
their captains, and drove them back to their 
den. 
Go to Morriatown, the death-bed of 


our gallant Johnson, where 400 of the Kan- 
sas Brigade drove BOO traitors from their 
entrenchments ; go to Osceola, one of thn 
strongest natural points in Southern Mis- 
souri, where, after eighty mites march 
through the enemy's country, we met a 
greatly superior force, beat it, and took and 
destroyed more than a million dollars worth 
of property. Go to these fields and tell me 
why the Kansas Brigade is sneered at.' 


Our sin ia, that we have never been whip- 


ped. That Brigade is conspired against. 
This last Sabbath was desecrated by a con- 
spiracy at the Fort between Robinson and 
Prince to destroy the Kansas Brigade.— 
Charley Robinson aud Capt. Prince con- 
spired to destroy it. 
They were guilty 


of treason baser than that of Price. [Great 
cheering.] I have come here to talk plain- 
ly to you. [Cries of " That's right," " Let 
as have it."J 
What is the charge they 


make against the Kansas Brigade ? We 
are jayhawkers! 


But they tell us we steal slaves — great 


God 1 Lieut. Col. Blunt, of Montgomery's 
regiment, has just returned from the inter- 
ior of Missouri, and they tell me ha comes 
back with more slaves than white men. 
["Good," "Good," and cheers.] Secession- 
ists got no slaves from the Ktuisas Brigade. 
When a Union man comes to my camp to 
recover slaves, I tell him to look upon the 
camp as naked ground. " Resort to the 
same measures that you would if I were not 
here." If he fails to" recover his slaves we 
give him a certificate—as a voucher to the 
government—that such a man lost such a 
slave by the march of the Kansas Brigade. 


Slavery disappears before my Brigade. 


[Applause.] I guess that's true. 
[Renew- 


ed applause.] 
But it disappears on the 


principle I have laid down. I venture to 
say that if I were to tell Montgomery, or 
Blunt, or Stewart, or Williams, or Bowles, 
" you shan't take thoae staves," the reply 
would be—" slaves are men, and you shan't 
make me nigger catcher for traitors."— 
[Great cheering.] 


Is there a man here who wou'd act as 


slave-catcher for Price ? I wonder if that 
dirty dog Prince would do it I This is the 
sin, this ia the charge against us. We 
march to crush out treason and let Klavery 
take care of itself. 
If they don't want sla- 


very to perish let them lay down their arras 
—or do the other thing—keep Lane's Brig- 
ade out of Missouri. [Rapturous applause.] 
In my opinion this war will never be suc- 
cessfully carried out ao long as an army 
marches through slave states as a boat goes 
through a flock of ducks. They fly up on 
its approach and nestle down as soon as it 
has passed. The boat is safe and so are 
the ducka. When you inarch through H 
state you must so march that traitors will 
feel the horrors of war. Take the Union 
men by the hand, but lay waste the proper- 
ty of traitors. 
Why is so much sympathy 


shown for traitors and none for Union meu ? 
Hundreds and hundreds of Union men have 
followed the Kansas Brigade 'to escape the 
clutches of traitors. Not a word of sym- 
pathy for such men. 
But let a slaveholder 


lose a nigger and the very air resounds with 
cries for the return of the fugitive.— 
["Shame," "Shame."] Now I'll tell you 
wbat I want of you. We'll do your Bghting. 
We'tt try and not surrender. We ask the 
people of Kansas to eland between us and 


the cowardly traitors who tstivnd in our rear. 


But the Kansas Brigade is to be dissolv- 


ed because it built forts andorganized forces 
at Humboldt, Leroy, Neoaho Falls, Verdi- 
S 


ris. Walnut Creek, Fall River, Turkey 
reek—seven forts ou your frontier, where 


the people, instead of being stampeded and 
driven from the state, can rally for their de- 
fence. 
Is it because Matthews invaded 


Humboldt? Four days before that raid I 
ordered a fort to be built there, but for some 
reason it was not doue. But who followed 
"Matthews and killed him? 
My order book 


will show that I ordered Lieut. Col. Blunt 
to pursue Matthews to Arkansas, and he 
did pursue him till he slew him. Blunt 
marched down into the Cherokee country ; 
he followed Matthews to his den and killed 
him. 


• What ia the reason Price and Rains did 
not march into Kansas? Did Prince l<eep 
off the 12,000? 
Did Robinson do it?— 


Did Blood, who went in pursuit of a 
herd of cattle and ran to Pike'a Peak, 
did Blood drive away the 12,000? 
Did 


Sam Smith do it? 
But they say Price and 


Rains had no intention of invading Kan- 
sas. Price marched 12,000 men to within 
eight miles of Fort Scott. He intended to 
take it. The " peace" men all left, and a 
towu is always in danger when the traitors 
run away. 
There were more valuable 


stores at Forts Scott and Lincoln, at that 
time, than there wero at Lexington. But 
we get no credit for driving back the trait- 
ors because we lost sixty mules. If they 
charge me with thoso mules they ought ht 
least to give me credit for what I have cap- 
tured from the enemy. We took one hun- 
dred and fifty at one haul at Morri.stown, 
and it wasn't much of a day for mates ei- 
ther. 


We are thwarted in obtaining troops be- 


cause they are wanted in New Mexico.

should like to know what New Mexico is 
worth with Kansas lost ? That New Mexi- 
can project was got up to prevent the or- 
ganization of the Kansas brigade; inadver- 
tently, I have no doubt, by Gen. Fremont, 
bat intentionally by Robinson. 


What has tho .state government done for 


the protection of Kansas V How WHH south- 
ern Kansas saved? 
I called the people to 


this rescue. 
They came. 
1 found arms .be- 


longing to Uncle Sam. 
1 took the respon- 


sibility of opening the boxes and giving 
the arms to the people. 
Now you go to the 


fort and they will tell you Lane is a thief. 
But Kansas would have been invaded had 
not thoso two thousand men been armed 
with those guns. But I took clothed !— 
Cols. Johnson, ^Ritchie, Montgomery and 
Weer, came to mo one evening when it waa 
raining—oh, great God, how it was rain- 
ing! 
The men had no tent-i, no blankets, 


no clothing. Fighting is hard enough 
even when you are well cared for. 
And I 


told those colonels, " If there ia anything 
there that will make your men comfortable, 
take it," and they did take it. I didn't ask 
whose boots they were; I thought they be- 
longed to Uncle Sara, and they did. 
And 


here a Kansas paper calls me u thief, be- 
cause I took the clothing that otherwise 
would have fallen into the hands of the en- 
emy. 


We ask you to stand between us and the 


vile traitor slanderers in the rear. Position 
don't excuse treason. Tho higher the po- 
sition the greater the treason. 1 arraign 
before this people Charles Robinson, as u 
traitor to his country. 
Lnnt Sunday, Rob- 


inson and Prince were conspiring to de- 
stroy the Kansas brigade—seeking to do 
that which traitors cannot do.

I have commanded seven armies, ami I 


have found that officers succeed when they 
treat soldiers aa men ; do that and they 
will fight for you.

been foraging sixty miles south of Sedalia. 


Sterling Price IB reported to have said 


recently that he had made'a great mistake 
in joining the rebels, but now that he had 
everything at stake, he was determined to 
remain with them to the death. 


An express train on the North Missouri 


railroad was captured yesterday, at Renick, 
by a band of armed rebels, numbering 30 
men. They took aix United States officers 
prisoners, and searched the train'; but in 
their hurry overlooked seven cases of En- 
field rifles and several boxes of uniforms 
that were in the 'Wtpresa car. 


A report has juit reached here that the 


bridge over Big mer, on the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad, was burned last evening by 
armed secessionists, and the guard of fed- 
eral soldiers stationed there captured. 


A bill waa introduced in the convention 


this morning to issue revenue bills from ten 
to one hundred dollars each, and made pay- 
able in specie at the state treasury.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.

Pre.sently the Yankee observed the 


woods being cut down, and falling into the 
water, at and below shipping Point, disclo- 
sing their fortifications aud guns iu posi- 
tion. The Seminole, going down soon afu-r 
the Pocahontas, was fired into from the 
guns at intervals for six miles. Sixty shot 
and shell;) were counted falling and bur.-it 
ing near and over her. 
She replied with 


eleven-inch guns, which appeared to be ill- 
directed and with other guns, from which 
shells hurst among the rebels. The rebels' 
gun.s are very heavy, and arc computed to 
lie a (lov.cn in number. Seven ninu-inch 
guns are known to bo in the neighborhood. 
The explosions shook the Yankee percepti- 
bly. The channel is three-quarter.-j of a 
mile wide at this point. 


WASHINGTON-, Oct. !.">. 


The following order has been issued from 


the army headquarters : United States sol- 
diers taken prisoners by the rebels, having 
been released ou taking the oath not to 
fight against the southern government, the 
government haa ordered that an equal num- 
ber of rebel prisoners now confined in this 
city and elsewhere, he released on takinf; 
tho prescribed oath of allegiance or tin oath 
not to bear arms against the United States. 


A detachment of the rebels, last night, 


approached the position occupied by the 
federal troops of Gen. Smith's division, near 
Lcwiiisville, and threw shells and shot into 
tho camp, but wero driven off. 
None of 


our men were injured. The suddenness of 
the attack, however, led to the belief that a 
more serious demonstration was intended, 
and the troops wero kept under arms during 
the night. The federal army this morning 
advanced to a 'position two miles beyond 
Lewinsville. 


ST. Lovis, Oct. lf>. 


A guard of ten federal troops, stationed 


at the bridge over Hig River, on the Iron 
Mountain railroad, about fifty miles .°outh 
of here, were captured by a band of rebels 
on Monday night, and the bridge burned. 
On the receipt of the intelligence, (Jen. Cur 
tis dispatched several companies of troop-* 
from Camp Benton, and a squad of bridge 
builders, to the scene of trouble. 


A report prevails that the town of Potosi 


was to be sacked, and secessionists here 
hint that this is an introduction of a scheme 
for the capture of Ironton, nml the ultinmU 
seizure of St. Louis. It is reported here, 
by what is deemed reliable secession au- 
thority, that fifteen rifled cannon passed up 
White river, Arkansas, last week, in cliargo 
of Capt. Wade, Major Clark and Fur^us 
McR(}», all St. Louisiana, destined for Price's 
army in this state.

This has been an exciting day here, caus- 


ed first, by reports this morning, iu connec- 
tion with the bridge burning, that the reb 
eld had captured Irontou and were inarch- 
ing '20,000 strong on St. Louis ; second, by 
a panic in the exchange market, and the 
impossibility of procuring any on any terms 
for Missouri money, coupled with the refus- 
al of freight agents receiving freight for the 
cast, in consequence of the trunk linos be- 
ing blocked by freight already, HO that ship- 
ments are stopped, except to Chicago and 
by lakes aud canal; third, by the afternoon 
dispatches, giving Cameron's order to atop 
work on tho city fortifications and tho pay- 
ment of outstanding claims contracted by 
Fremont, amounting to several millions.— 
The last report created the moat excitement. 
Probably thousands are waiting and depen- 
dent upon their pay from the government. 
This increased the value of gold and ex- 
change, and will prevent the discrediting of 
Missouri money eventually, as there is no 
other to be had for business purposes unless 
government notes are largely circulated. 


We have no farther particulars of the 


bridge burning. The authorities are chary 
of giving news to the press. The secession- 
ists were in great glee, but cooled down by 
noon. 


The work has not yet stopped on the for- 


tifications, Cameron's alleged orders to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The barracks 
are completed.

ABUNUTON HSIQHTH, Oct. 10. 


I promised to write when we were located, 


and this being the only time we hare been 
in one place for more than two days, and 
having some intimation of leaving to-mor- 
row, I improve the first opportunity. 


We have been assigned to Gen. Kind's 


Brigade, McDowell's division of the army, 
and are located about three miles west of 
Long Bridge, on, or rather iu the sacred 
soil of Virginia. Our camping ground is 
ou a ridge of laud which was densely cover* 
ed with small timber until it was partially 
cleared by the New York 23d, gome two 
months since. 


The Wisconsin Sixth is encamped on our 


right and the Second on our left; aud if 
the Wisconsin boys adhere as tenaciously 
to Virginia soil aa the Virginia clay does 
to them, they soon will acquire the reputa- 
tion of " bricka." We had a heavy fall of 
rain last night, and most of the departments 
of the Seventh tbis morning are run by wa- 
ter. 
The effect on the sanitary condition 


of the camp has not been very good. The 
rain had washed off the mud and let the 
measles come out, and the Surgeon's report 
indicates 31 new cases in 24 hours. 
The 


health of the men is excellent, except the 
measles, which we brought with ua from 
Madisou, and propose to take to Richmond 
the first opportunity. We have lost no pa- 
tients and most of them our surgeons treat 
in camp. 


One of our guard was shot last night, 


which produced some sensation, but it 
proved to have been done by himself, acci- 
dentally. 
His wound is not considered 


dangerous. 


The reputation which the Wisconsin boys 


have here is ourtuiuly enviable ; we were 
greeted with perfect enthusiasm along the 
whole route, aud the advanced position as- 
signed us, within live miles of the enemy, 
is an indication that Wisconsin troops are 
considered reliable,—wo hope that when 
tho test comes they will prove true to the 
confidence reposed in them. 


War matters here have assumed a firm, 


Imsinestf-like appearance, and the eat nest- 
uess with which thosH.ia authority are act- 
ing strongly indicates that decisive action 
will soon commence. A casual observer 
can form but little idea of the number of 
troops and the war material collected along 
the Potomac. 
A frequent viait to the vari- 


ous departments of the army satisfy me 
that the number of troops ia sufficient for 
any force the south can command. Our 
forces are gradually crowding towards the 
enemy, and regiments are going south on 
secret service, mid crossing the river at this 
point constantly. Over 20,000 moved yes- 
terday, and I presume an equal number to- 
day. 
A great share of those on the Mary- 


land side will soon be in Virginia. 
The 


rebels, I think, from their movements, have 
given tip the idea of making an attack on 
Washington, aud are uaiug every effort to 
draw us on to Man ass as ; but 1 think their 
efforts will be useless. Ths advance will 
not be made direct upon that point. 
Suffi- 


cient force will ratnain hero to guard thv 
capitol beyond any contingency, and con- 
stantly aar.oy them by advancing slowly, 
until a counter movement oran attack along 
the coast, compels them to withdraw their 
forces in our front ; then we shall start for 
Richmond. I have had a long conversa- 
tion to-day with a Brooklyn surgeon, who 
has been a prisoner at Richmond since the 
battle at Bull's Run until last week. He 
thinks the south is losing ground daily, and 
the moat enthusiastic are growing discour- 
aged.

BSa?" A special dispatch to the New York 


York Tribune, dated at Washington, Oct. 
14, pretends to detail th& contents of a let- 
ter from Secretary Cameron to Gen. Fre- 
mont, written that morning in St. Louis, 
giving very important orders to the latter ; 
among the rest, that the fortifications erect- 
ing at St. Louis should be discontinued. 
The impropriety of making such orders pub- 
lic is apparent, &nd the improbability that 
Secretary Cameron submitted his latter to 
the inspection of a New York correspon- 
dent will be at once appreciated. 
It is a 


fact also that the work on the fortifications' 
continued, after the order is said to have 
been made to stop il. We give no credit 
whatever to the statement, and for that rea- 
son do not copy the dispatch. 


An Abolition Print. 


The Madison Patriot calls the Janesville 


Gazette an " abolition print." Well, if.that 
is so, we are only following the advice of 
the Patriot, given at the time of the attack 
on Fort Snmter. " Let us all turn aboli- 
tionists," said the Patriot at that time. As 
the Patriot's remarks were pertinent then, 
and much more so now, wo make the fol- 
lowing extracts from its editorial of the 
25th of April last—to show its position : 


" The traitors have applied the torch, 


and they need not be surprised if they ate 
consumed in the dreadful eruption. The 
north has waited for the first blow, and 
when that was struck, without a cause, from 
that moment party lines were obliterated, 
and democrats, republicans, all partien, 
creeds and denominations instantly forgot 
their creeds and their platforms and are to- 
day enrolled tinder bnt one dag—the star 
spangled banner.

Since all mild meas- 
ures have failed—and since Mars is to be 
the umpire, we say war to the knife, and 
the knfie to the hilt—carry the conflict in- 
to the very heart of Africa, and since the 
malcontent rebels would not let us fight for 
their constitutional rights to their slave 
property, LET US ALL TURN ABOLI- 
TIONISTS—if that word will express the 
meaning—and aim a blow at slavery that 
shall ntafce the proud master's heart Quake. 
ALWAYS STKIEE AS ENEMY is HIS MOST 
VULNERABLE POINT, and as we know of no 
subject more tender to southern conscien- 
ces' than their slaves, LET SUCH A 
BLOW BE STRUCK AS WILL MAKE 
EVERY REBEL HOWL WITH MID- 
NIGHT AFFRIGHT FOR FEAR OF A 
SERVILE INSURRECTION. 


"Yea, that's it. In war we have no 


compliments, and if Maryland acts the trai- 
tor too, LET US BEGIN BY A COUP 
D'ETAT WITH HER 80,000 SLAVES, 
and when we have put them in a condition of 
offence and defence, LET US TURN OUR 
ATTENTION TO THE HALF MIL- 
LION SLAVES IN VIRGINIA, AND 
MAKE THE CHIVALRY SEE SPEC- 
TRES IN EVERY BUSH. 
" We might extend the chapter, ad infin- 


itum, bnt this will do for the present.— 
Now onr Bands are in, let us make no 
•hild's play of it, but draw the claret at 
every blow." 


County Superintendent. 


The people of this county will be called 


upon to elect a county [superintendent of 
schools this fall. It ia a very important of- 
fice, and great care should be taken to se- 
lect the best man for the position. We do 


not mean to say, except by our vote at the 
election, who the man is, but we consider 
it proper to point ont the duties of this of- 
ficer under the new law, so that the electors 
of the county can judge for themselves.— 
The, following are some of the duties of 
county ruperintemdeut: 


1st. To examine and license teachers. 
2d. To visit and inspect schools. 
3d. To organize and conduct institutes 


for the instruction of teachers, and to en- 
courage teacher's associations. 


4th. To advise in all questions arising 


under the operation of the school laws in 
his count;/. 


5th. To introduce to the notice of teach- 


ers and the people the best modes of in- 
struction, the physiological laws which gov- 
ern the health and growth of the young, 
and the most approved plans of building 
and ventilating school houses. • 


6th. He is to transmit reports of the con- 


dition and prospects of the schools under 
his supervision, to the state superintendent 
of public instruction. 


7th. 
He is to divide the couuty into in- 


spection districts, for the convenience of 
teachers offering themselves for examina- 
tion. 


It will be perceived that the duties, if 


conscientiously performed in this county, 
are sufficient to occupy the whole time of 
an educated and competent man. 
He 


should have more than $600 per annum, as 
the services of the right man are worth 
more than that, and will command it. We 
are therefore in favor of increasing the sal- 
ary, which can be done by the county board 
of supervisors. 


The following are some of the necessary 


qualifications of a good county superinten- 
dent : 


He should be a person of high moral and 


religious character—u thorough scholar— 
familiar with the beat modes of teaching— 
experienced in the management and in- 
struction of schools. His attainments and 
character should be such as to command 
the respect and confidence of teachers and 
parents. 


He should not be a politician, and all par- 


ties should unite in selecting him. He 
should be elected because he is the most 
competent man for this responsible position 
that can be found in the county. ' 


Who is the man ? Let the people care- 


fully weigh the question, and decide for 
themselves. 


A SPEECH FROM GEN. 
LANE. 


How tbe Kansas BrlcadLe Carries on 
tiie War. 


At a meeting called in Leavenworth, last 


Wednesday evening, the 8th, to urge the 
separate military department of Kansas, 
and some other reforms for the better de- 
fence of the border, Gen. James H. Lane 
made an elaborate and characteristic speech 
in defence of the Kansas Brigade. He said: 


Two months ago the Kansas Brigade was 


organized. I was put at the head of it, with 
the respect, the confidence, aye, the love of 
every man in that command. Every day 
since it entered the field it has been active- 
ly engaged for the protection of Kansas 
and the government. It has not been 
whipped, it has not surrendered. 
Why is 


it that these creatures at the Fort sneer at 
it ? They abuse the Kansas Brigade be- 
cause it has not surrendered to the enemy. 
They sneer at the Kansas Brigade because 
we have never engaged the enemy without 
whipping them like the devil. Go to Ne- 
vada where 56 of the Kansas Brigade met 
and defeated 200 rebels ; go to Ball's Mill, 
where 130 Kansas whipped 350 traitors ; 
go to Dry wood, where 400 men under 
Montgomery for two hours fought 7,000 of 
the enemy and drove them back from your 
soil; go to Papinsville, where 200 of our 
men conquered 1,800 rebels, killed five of 
their captains, and drove them back to their 
den. Go to Morristown, the death-bed of 
our gallant Johnson, where 400 of the Kan- 
sas Brigade drove 600 traitors from their 
entrenchments ; go to Osceola, one of the 
strongest natural points in Southern Mis- 
souri, where, after eighty miles march 
through the enemy's country, we met a 
greatly superior force, beat it, and took and 
destroyed more than a million dollars worth 
of property. Go to these fields and tell me 
why the Kansas Brigade is sneered at.' 


Our sin is, that we have never bees whip- 


ped. 
That Brigade is conspired against. 


This last Sabbath was desecrated by a con- 
spiracy at the Fort between Robinson and 
Prince to destroy the Kansas Brigade.— 
Charley Robinson and Capt. Prince con- 
spired to destroy it. 
They were guilty 


of treason baser than that of Price. [Great 
cheering.] I have come here to talk plain- 
ly to you. [Cries of " That's right," "Let 
us have it."] 
What is the charge they 


make against the Kansas Brigade ? We 
are jaybawkers! 


But they tell us we steal slaves — great 


God ! Lieut. Col. Blunt, of Montgomery's 
regiment, has just returned from the inter- 
ior of Missouri, and they tell me he comes 
back with more slaves than white men. 
["Good," "Good," and cheers.] Secession- 
ists got no slaves from the Kansas Brigade. 
When a Union man comes to tny camp to 
recover slaves, I tell him to look upon the 
camp as naked ground. " Resort to the 
same measures that you would if I were not 
here." If he fails to recover his slaves we 
give him a certificate—as a voucher to the 
government—that such a man lost such a 
slave by the march of the Kansas Brigade. 


Slavery disappears before my Brigade. 


[Applause.] I gness that's true. 
[Renew- 


ed applause.] 
But it disappears on the 


principle I have laid down. I venture to 
say that if I were to tell Montgomery, or 
Blunt, or Stewart, or Williams, or Bowlea, 
" you shan't take those slaves," the reply 
would be—" slaves are men, and you shan't 
mtike me nigger catcher for traitors."— 
[Great cheering.] 


Is there a man here who would act as 


slave-catcher for Price ? I wonder if that 
dirty dog Prince would do it I This is the 
sin, this is the charge against ns. We 
march to crush out treason and let slavery 
take care of itself. 
If they don't want sla- 


very to perish let them lay down their arms 
—or do the other thine—keep Lane's Brig- 
ade out of Missouri. [Rapturous applause.] 
In my opinion this war will never be suc- 
cessfully carried out so long as an army 
marches through slave states as a boat goes 
through a flock of ducks. They fly up on 
its approach and nestle down as soon as it 
has passed. The boat is safe and so are 
the ducks. 
When you march through a 


state you must so march that traitors will 
feel the horrors of war. Take the Union 
men by the hand, but lay waste the proper- 
ty of traitors. Why is so much sympathy 
shown for traitors and none for Union men ? 
Hundreds and hundreds of Union men have 
followed the Kansas Brigade to escape the 
clutches of traitors. Not a word of sym- 
pathy for such men. But let a slaveholder 
lose a nigger and the very air resounds with 
cries for the return of the fugitive — 
["Shame," "Shame."] Now I'll tell you 
what I want of you. We'll do your fighting. 
We'll try and not surrender. We ask the 
people of Kansas to stand between us and 


the cowardly traitors who stand in our rear. 


But the Kansas Brigade is to be dissolv- 


ed because it built forts and organized forces 
at Humboldt, Leroy, Neosho Falls, Verdi- 
gris, Walnut Creek, Fall River, Turkey 
Creek—seven forts on your frontier, where 
the people, instead of being stampeded and 
driven from the state, can rally for their de- 
fence. 
Is it because Matthews invaded 


Humboldt? Four days before that raid I 
ordered a fort to be built there, but for some 
reason it was not done. But who followed 
'Matthews and killed him ? My order book 
will show that I ordered Lieut. Col. Blunt 
to pursue Matthews to Arkansas, and he 
did pursue him till he slew him. Blunt 
marched down into the Cherokee country ; 
he followed Matthews to his den and killed 
him. 


• What is the reason Price and Rains did 
not march into Kansas? Did Prince keep 
off the 12,000? 
Did Robinson dp it?— 


Did Blood, who went in pursuit of a 
herd of cattle and ran to Pike's Peak, 
did Blood drive away the 12,000? Did 
Sam Smith do it? But they say Price and 
Rains had no intention of invading Kan- 
sas. 
Price marched 12,000 men to within 


eight miles of Fort Scott. He intended to 
take it. The " peace" men all left, and a 
town is always in danger when the traitors 
run away. There were more -valuable 
stores at Forts Scott and Lincoln, at that 
time, than there were at Lexington. But 
we get no credit for driving back the trait- 
ors because we lost sixty mules. If they 
charge me with those mules they ought at 
least to give me credit for what I have cap- 
tured from the enemy. We took one hun- 
dred and fifty at one haul at Morristown, 
and it wasn't much of a day for mules ei- 
ther. 


We are thwarted in obtaining troops be- 


cause they are wanted in New Mexico. I 
should like to know what New Mexico is 
worth with Kansas lost ? That New Mexi- 
can project was got up to prevent the or- 
ganization of the Kansas brigade; inadver- 
tently, I have no doubt, by Gen. Fremont, 
bnt intentionally by Robinson. 


What has the state government done for 


the protection of Kansas ? How was south- 
ern Kansas saved ? 
I called the people to 


tho rescue. They came. I found arms.be- 
longing to Uncle Sam. I took the respon- 
sibility of opening the boxes and giving 
the arms to the people. Now you go to tbe 
fort and they will tell you Lane is a thief. 
But Kansas would have been invaded had 
not those two thousand men been armed 
with those guns. But I took clothes !— 
Cols. Johnson, jRitchie, Montgomery and 
Weer, came to me one evening when it was 
raining—oh, great God, how it was rain- 
ing ! The men had no tents, no blankets, 
no clothing. Fighting is hard enough 
even when you are well cared for. 
And I 


told those .colonels, " If there is anything 
there that will make your men comfortable, 
take it," and they did take it. I didn't ask 
whose boots they were ; I thought they be- 
longed to Uncle Sam, and they did. 
And 


here a Kansas paper calls me a thief, be- 
cause I took the clothing that otherwise 
would have fallen into the hands of the en- 
emy. 


We ask you to staud between us and tbe 


vile traitor slanderers in the rear. Position 
don't excuse treason. 
The higher the po- 


sition the greater the treason. I arraign 
before this people Charles Rcbinson, as a 
traitor to his country. Last Sunday, Rob- 
inson and Prince were conspiring to de- 
stroy the Kansas brigade—seeking to do 
that which traitors cannot do. The officers 
at this fort have thwarted me at every step. 
I begged them for one piece of artillery. I 
could not get it. . If we had had one'12- 
pound howitzer, we could have whipped 
Price and Rains at Drywood, and thus 
have averted the disastrous defeat at Lex- 
ington, and prevented the shedding of riv- 
ers of blood ; but we could not get it. 


How would you like to see Prince a ma- 


jor general ? What has he ever done to 
deserve it? 
On an inclement night he re- 


fused to let twenty-six sick Ohio soldiers 
into the Fort. An3 yet GOv. Robinson is 
to reward Prince by making him a mnjor 
general !. ["Never," "Never,"] 
Prince 


told tho Ohio sergeant that the soldiers 
ought to be sent to the guard house.— 
["Hang him," "Hang him."] I nm speak- 
ing from the record—from affidavits—and 
as Jim Lane lives, those affidavits shall go 
before the government arid drive the inhu- 
man scoundrel from his position. ["Good," 
" Good."] 


I have commanded seven armies, and I 


have found that officers succeed when they 
treat soldiers as men ; do that and they 
will fight for you. Why, my soldiers would 
follow me right into the middle of hell.— 
And let me tell you that if I wanted to make 
a sure job of capturing tbe Old Fellow, I'd 
take the Kansas Brigade and do it, though 
he had Robinson and Prince to help him. 
[Terrific cheering.] 


Kansas is the jewel of tbe west. 
It is 


all there is between the Missouri and the 
Rocky Mountains. It is the jewel in the 
cap of Freedom. In a department with its 
headquarters in St. Louis, Kansas is not as 
secure as she should be. So difficult is it 
to convey intelligence across Missouri that 
it is not safe for us to receive our orders 
from St. Louis. The true interests of Kan. 
sas demand that she should be iu a sepa- 
rate department, with Fort Leavenworth as 
its base. 
[Cheers.] It is a military ne- 


cessity. 


The appointment of brigadier general 


waa offered to me, and I intended to accept 
it when the brigade wss organized, but I 
could not be driven to take it. 
Although 


not a brigadier, I have been playing it all 
over, and pretty big—-betting high on small 
cards. 
[Cheers and laughter.] For all my 


labor, hardship and expense, 1 have not re- 
ceived one dime. 
Now, don't yon think 


Robinson and Prince could have afforded 
to let me serve my country for nothing ? 


If the government will make a separate 


department here, I will resign my senator- 
ship and accept it- This department ought 
to be commanded by a Kansas man. Then 
we can save Kansas, restore the Cherokee 
country, and a good deal south of it. 


Ask the government to give thia army a 


sufficient supply of artillery. 
They have 


lately ordered 2,500 guns. Can't we have 
six of them ? They are needed for service, 
and I tell you nothing gives the soldier so 
much courage as the sight of those big 
gnus. I would like to have you get this de- 
partment so that we can clean out that 
thing (the Fort) up yonder. Let us turn 
out the hea'tless scoundrels who have in- 
sulted us for years. 
[Cheers.]

An express train on the North Missouri 


railroad was captured yesterday, at Renick, 
by a band of armed" rebels, numbering 30 
men. 
They took six United States officers 


prisoners, andi'searched the train'; but in 
their hurry oveiipooked seven cases of En- 
field rifles and ^several boxes of uniforms 
that were in the express car. 


A report has jn|t reached here that the 


bridge over Big 'river, on the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad, was burned last evening by 
armed secessionists/imd the guard of fed- 
eral soldiers stationed there captured. 


A bill was introduced^in the convention 


this morning to issue reveaoe bills from ten 
to one hundred dollars each, and made pay- 
able in specie at the state treasury.

The rebels have at last fairly unmaaked 


themselves. They showed fight on the low- 
er Potomac to-day, and disclosed batteries 
that they have long been building. This 
morning at 11, the Pocahontas, while pass- 
ing Shipping Point, ten miles below Indian 
Head, was seen from the Yankee, at anchor 
four miles above, to throw shells into the 
woods, receiving no response. 
See passed 


on. 
Presently the Yankee observed the 


woods being cut down, and falling into the 
water, at and below shipping Point, disclo- 
sing their fortifications and guns in posi- 
tion. The Seminole, going down soon after 
the Pocahontas, was fired into from the 
guns at intervals for six miles. Sixty shot 
and shells were counted falling and burst 
ing near and over her. 
She replied with 


eleven-inch gnns, which appeared to be ill- 
directed and with other guns, from which 
shells burst a,mong the rebels. 
The rebels' 


guns are very heavy, and are computed to 
be a dozen in number. Seven nine-inch 
guns ara known to ba in the neighborhood. 
The explosions shook the Yankee percepti- 
bly. 
The channel is three-quarters of a 


mile wide at thia point. 
, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. 


The following order has been issued from 


the army headquarters : United States sol- 
diers taken prisoners by the rebels, having 
been released on taking the oath not to 
fight against the southern government, the 
government has ordered that an equal 
num- 


ber of rebel prisoners now confined iu this 
city and elsewhere, be released on taking 
the prescribed oath of allegiance or an oath 
not to bear arms against the United States. 


A detachment of the rebels", last night, 


approached the position occupied by the 
federal troops of Gen. Smith's division, near 
Lewinsville, and threw shells and shot into 
the camp, but were driven off. 
None of 


our men were injured, 
The suddenness of 


the attack, however, led to the belief that a 
more serious demonstration waa intended, 
and the troops were kept under arms during 
the night. The federal army this morning 
advanced to a 'position two miles beyond 
Lewinsville. 


ST. Lours, Oct. 15. 


A guard of ten federal troops, stationed 


at the bridge over Big River, on the Iron 
Mountain railroad, about fifty miles south 
of here, were captured by a band of rebels 
on Monday night, and the bridge burned. 
On the receipt of the intelligence, Gen. Cur- 
tis dispatched several companies of troops 
from Camp Beaton, and a squad of bridge 
builders, to the scene of trouble. 


A report prevails that the town of Potosi 


was to be sacked, and secessionists here 
hint that this is an introduction of a scheme 
for the capture of Ironton, and the ultimate 
seizure of St. Louis. It is reported here, 
by what 13 deemed reliable secession au- 
thority, that fifteen rifled cannon passed.up 
White river, Arkansas, last week, iu charge 
of Capt. Wade, Major Clark and Furgus 
McRea, all St. Louisiana, destined for Price's 
army in this state.

ST. Louis, Oct. 15. 


This has been an exciting day here, caus- 


ed first, by reports thia morning, in connec- 
tion with the bridge burning, that the reb- 
els had captured Ironton and were march- 
ing 20,000 strong on St. Louis ; second, by 
a panic in the exchange market, and the 
impossibility of procuring any on any terms 
for Miasonri money, coupled with the refus- 
al of freight agents receiving freight for the 
east, in consequence of the trunk linea be- 
ing blocked by freight already, so that ship- 
ments are stopped, except to Chicago and 
by lakes and canal; third, by the afternoon 
dispatches, giving Cameron's order to stop 
work on the city fortifications and the pay- 
ment of outstanding claims contracted by 
Fremont, amounting to several millions.— 
The last report created tbe most excitement. 
Probably thousands are waiting and depen- 
dent upon their pay from the government. 
This increased the value of gold and ex- 
change, and will prevent the discreditiug of 
Missouri money eventually, as there is no 
other to be had for business purposes unless 
government notes are largely circulated. 


We have no farther particulars of the 


bridge burning. The authorities are chary 
of giving news to the press. The secession- 
ists were in great glee, but cooled down by 
noon. 


The work has not yet stopped on the for- 


tifications, Cameron's alleged orders to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The barracks 
are completed. 


Rev. Dr. McAnally has been released on 


the petition of friends, on the ground of 
serious ill-health, and a pledge not to offend 
again. His office -was searched. 


Fremont's removal is more talked of now 


than ever. Blair's friends are confident it 
will take place in ten days, and have so 
publicly declared. 


The Democrat's special Jefferson City 


dispatch, to-night, says that Gen. Prentisa 
went to Tipton, last night, and had a con- 
ference with Gen. Fremont, at the encamp- 
ment. 
He leaves for St. Louia to-morrow, 


on important business connected with his 
command. All is exceedingly quiet here, 


A aumberof secessionists have been brought 
in during tiie past few days. Sam. Owen, 
of this county, has been sentenced to close 
confinement. There waa a stampede of 
mules here to-day, the animals rushing over 
each other and seriously injuring a team- 
ster.

From tbe SeventU Regiment. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, Oct. 10. 


I promised to write when we were located, 


and this being the only time we have been 
in one place for more than two days, and 
having some intimation of leaving to-mor- 
row, I improve the first opportunity. 


We have been assigned to Gen. King's 


Brigade, McDowell's division of the army, 
and are located about three miles west of 
Long Bridge, on, or rather in the sacred 
soil of Virginia. Our camping ground is 
on a ridge of land which was densely cover- 
ed with small timber until it was partially 
cleared by the New York 23d, some two 
months since. 


The Wisconsin Sixth ia encamped on our 


right and the Second on our left; and if 
the Wisconsin boys adhere atr tenaciously 
to Virginia soil as the Virginia clay does 
to them, they soon will acquire the reputa- 
tion of " bricks." We had a heavy fall of 
rain last night, and most of the departments 
of the Seventh this morning are run by wa- 
ter. The effect on the sanitary. condition 
of the camp has not been very good. The 
rain had washed off the mad and let the 
measles come ont, and the Surgeon'1.] report 
indicates 31 new cases in 24 hours. The 
health of the men is excellent, except the 
measles, which we brought with us from 
Madison, and propose to take to Richmond 
the first 'opportunity. We have lost no pa- 
tients and most of them our surgeons treat

One of our guard was shot last night, 


which produced some; sensation, but it 
proved to have been done by himself, acci- 
dentally. 
His wound is "riot considered

The reputation, which the Wisconsin boys 


have here is certainly enviable ; wa, were 
greeted with perfect enthusiasm aloogithe 
whole route, and the advanced position as; 
signed us, within five miles of the enemy, 
is an indication that Wisconsin troops are 
considered reliable,—w& hope that when 
the test comes they will prove true to the 
confidence reposed in them. 


War matters here have assumed a firm, 


buainess-like appearance, and the earnest- 
ness with which those.iu authority arc act- 
ing strongly indicates that decisive action 
will soon commence. A casual observer 
can form but little idea of the number of 
troops and the war material collected along 
the Potomac. 
A frequent visit to the vari- 


ous departments of the army satisfy me 
that the number of troops is sufficienffor 
any force the south can command. Our 
forces are gradually crowding towards the 
enemy, and regiments are going south on 
secret service, and crossing the river at thia 
point constantly. Over 20,000 moved yes- 
terday, and I presume an equal number to- 
day. A great share of those on the Mary- 
land side will soon be in Virginia. 
The 


rebels, I think, from their movements, have 
given up the idea of making an attack on 
Washington, and are using every effort to 
draw us on to Manassaa ; but I think their 
efforts will be useless. Thj advance will 
not be made direct upon that point. 
Suffi- 


cient force will remain here to guard th» 
capitol beyond any contingency, and con- 
stantly ancoy them by advancing slowly, 
until a counter movement or an attack along 
the coast, compels them "to withdraw their 
forces in our front ; theu we shall start for 
Richmond. I have had a long conversa- 
tion to-day with a Brooklyn surgeon, who 
has been a prisoner at Richmond since the 
battle at Bull's Run until last week. He 
thinks the south is losing ground daily, and 
the most enthusiastic are growing discour- 
aged.

the wharf near the foot of Walnut street, 
where, forming four abreast, they marched 
up -Walnut street to Barnum's Hotel, to pay 
a visit of respect to ihe secretary of war, 
Hon. Simou Cameron. When the center 
of the line reached the entrance to the ho- 
tel, and on being introduced to the throng 
of soldiers, he addressed them in a few appro- 
priate and stirring remarks, which were re- 
ceived with loud manifestations of delight. 
In the course of his brief address he. stated 
that twenty years ago he visited their state 
and found it peopled with the natives of the 
forest—no great commercial and agricultu- 
ral interests ; no flourishing towns and vil- 
lages ; no civilization. To-day it is a mighty 
state, sending seventeen thousand citizens 
into the field to fight for the national gov- 
ernment. He thanked the thousand volun- 
teers before him for the token of respect 
which they had been pleased to offer him, 
and complimented them for the patriotic 
motives which induced them to go to the 
war.

spice of rough hewn western logic is re- 
freshing. 
This speech smacks more of 


Cromwell than anything we have read late- 
iy, and we are all praying for a Cromwell 
to take the responsibility. 


B6£- A special dispatch to the New York 


York Tribune, dated at Washington, Oct. 
14, pretends to detail the contents of a let- 
ter from Secretary Cameron to Gen. Fre- 
mont, written that morning iu St. Louis, 
giving very important orders to the latter; 
among the rest, that the fortifications erect- 
ing at St. Louis should be discontinued. 
The impropriety of making such orders pob- 
lic is apparent, and the improbability that 
Secretary Cameron submitted his letter to 
tbe inspection of a New York correspon- 
dent will be at once appreciated. 
It is a 


fact also that the work on the fortifications' 
continued, after the order is said to have 
been made to stop it. We give no credit 
whatever to the statement, aud for that rea- 
son do not copy the dispatch. 


An Abolition Print. 


The Madison Patriot calls the Janesville 


Gazette an " abolition print.'.' Well, if that 
is so, we are only following the advice of 
the Patriot, given at the time of the attack 
on Fort Sumter. " Let us all turn aboli- 
tionists," said the Patriot at that time. As 
the Patriot's remarks were pertinent then, 
and much more so now, we make the fol- 
lowing extracts from its editorial of the 
25th of April last—to show its position: 


"The traitors have applied the torch, 


and they need not be surprised if they ate 
consumed in the dreadfnl eruption. The 
north has waited for the first blow, and 
when that was struck, without a cause, from 
that moment party lines were obliterated, 
and democrats, republicans, all parties, 
creeds and denominations instantly forgot 
their creeds and their platforms and are to- 
day enrolled under but one flag—the star 
spangled banner. 
" The north was slow to anger—slow to 


start—patient, enduring and forgiving even 
of the most wanton insults, all for tbe sake 
of peace; but since her very toleration has 
been treated as an evidence of weakness 
and cowardice, she has now risen in the 
majesty of her might, and woe to the pro- 
vokers of her wrath. Since all mild meas- 
ures have failed—and since Mars is to be 
tbe umpire, we say war to tbe knife, and 
the knfie to the hilt—carry the conflict in- 
to tbe very heart of Africa, and since the 
malcontent rebels would not let us fight for 
their constitutional rights to their slave 
property, LET US ALL TUEN ABOLI- 
TIONISTS—if that word will express the 
meaning—and aim a blow at slavery that 
shall make the proud master's heart quake. 
ALWAYS STRIKE AIT ENEMY IN HIS MOST 
VULNERABLE POINT, and as we know of no 
subject more tender to southern conscien- 
ces than their slaves, LET SUCH A 
BLOW BE STRUCK AS WILL MAKE 
EVERY REBEL HOWL WITH MID- 
NIGHT AFFRIGHT FOR FEAR OF A 
SERVILE INSURRECTION. 


" Yes, that's it. In war we have no 


compliments, and if Maryland acts the trai- 
tor too, LET US BEGIN BY A CO UP 
D'ETAT WITH HER 30,000 SLAVES, 
and when we have put them in a condition of 
offence and defence, LET US TURN OUR 
ATTENTION TO THE HALF MIL- 
LION SLAVES IN VIRGINIA, AND 
MAKE THE CHIVALRY SEE SPEC- 
TRES IN EVERY BUSH. 
" We might extend the chapter, ad infin- 


itum, but thin will do for the present.— 
Now onr hands are in, let us make no 
•hild'g play of it, but draw the claret at 
every blow." 


County Superintendent. 


The people of this county will be called 


upon to elect a county 'superintendent of 
schools this fall. It is a very important of- 
fice, and great care should be taken to se- 
lect the best man for the position. We do 


not mean to say, except by our vote at the 
election, »ho the man is, bat we consider 
it proper to point ont the duties of this of- 
ficer under the new law, so that the electors 
of the county can judge for themselves.— 
The following are some of the duties of 
county raperintemdeut: 


1st. To examine and license teachers. 
2d. To visit and inspect schools. 
3d. To organize and conduct institutes 


for the instruction of teacJiers, and to en- 
courage teacher's associations. 
' 4th. Tojwlnse in all questions arising 
under the operation of the school laws in 
his county. 


5th.' To introduce to the notice of teach- 


ers and the people the best modes of in- 
struction, the physiological laws which gov- 
ern the health and growth of the young, 
and the most approved plans of building 
«nd ventilating school houses. • 


6tb. He is to transmit reports of the con- 


dition and prospects of the schools under 
his supervision, to the state superintendent 
of public instruction. 


7th. He is to divide the couuty into in- 


spection districts, for the convenience of 
teachers offering themselves for examina- 
tion. 


It will be perceived that the duties, if 


conscientiously performed in this county, 
are sufficient to occupy the whole time of 
an educated and competent man. 
He 


should have more than $600 per annum, as 
the service?, of the right man are worth 
more than that, and will command it. We 
are therefore in favor of increasing the sal- 
ary, which can be done by the county board 
of supervisors. 


The following are some of the necessary 


qualifications of a good county superinten- 
dent: 


He should be a person of high moral aud 


religions character—a thorough scholar— 
familiar with the best modes of teaching— 
experienced in the management and in- 
struction of schools. His attainments and 
character should be such as to command 
the respect and confidence of teachers and 
parents. 


He should not be a politician, and all par- 


ties should unite in selecting him. He 
should be elected because he is tJie most 
competent man for this responsible position 
that can be found in the county. 


Who is the man ? Let the people care- 


fully weigh the question, and decide for 
themselves. 


A SPEECH FROM GKSJ. LANE. 


How tbe Kansas Brigade Carries on 


Uu> 
War. 


At a meeting called in Leavenworth, last 


Wednesday evening, the 8th, to urge the 
separate military department of Kansas, 
and some other reforms for the better de- 
fence of the border, Gen. James H. Lane 
made an elaborate and characteristic speech 
in defence of the Kansas Brigade. He said: 


Two months ago the Kansas Brigade was 


organized. I was put at the head of it, with 
the respect, the confidence, aye, the love of 
every man in that command. Every day 
since it entered the field it has been active- 
ly engaged for the protection of Kansas 
and the government. It has not been 
whipped, it has not surrendered. 
Why is 


it that these creatures at the Fort sneer at 
it ? They abuse the Kansas Brigade be- 
cause it has not surrendered to the enemy. 
They sneer at the Kansas Brigade because 
we have never engaged the enemy without 
whipping them like the devil. Go to Ne- 
vada where 56 of the Kansas Brigade met 
and defeated 200 rebels; go to Ball's Mill, 
where 130 Kansas whipped 350 traitors ; 
;o to Dry wood, where 400 men under 
Jlontgomery for two hours fought 7,000 of 
the enemy and drove them back from your 
soil; go to Papinsville, where 200 of our 
men conquered 1,800 rebels, killed five of 
their captains, and drove them back to their 
den. 
Go to Morristown, the death-bed of 


our gallant Johnson, where 400 of tbe Kan 
sas Brigade drove 600 traitors from their 
entrenchments ; go to Osceola, one of the 
strongest natural points in Southern Mis- 
souri, where, after eighty miles march 
through the enemy's country, we met a 
greatly superior force, beat it, and took and 
destroyed more than a million dollars worth 
of property. Go to these fields and tell me 
why the Kansas Brigade is sueered at.' 


Onr sin is, that we have never bees whip- 


ped. That Brigade is conspired against. 
This last Sabbath was desecrated by a con- 
spiracy at th'e Fort between Robinson and 
Prince to destroy the Kansas Brigade.— 
Charley Robinson and Capt. Prince con- 
spired to destroy it. 
They were guilty 


of treason baser than that of Price. [Great 
cheering.] I have come here to talk plain- 
ly to you. [Cries of "That's right," "Let 
us have it."] 
What is the charge they 


make against the Kansas Brigade ? We 
are jayhawkers I 


But they tell us we steal slaves — great 


God 1 Lieut. Col. Blunt, of Montgomery's 
regiment, has just returned from the inter- 
ior of Missouri, and they tell me he comes 
back with more slaves than white men. 
["Good," "Good," and cheers.] 
Secession- 


ists got no slaves from the Kausas Brigade. 
When a Union man comes to my camp to 
recover slaves, I tell him to look upon the 
camp as naked ground. " Resort to the 
same measures that you wonld if I were not 
here." If he fails to recover his slaves we 
give him a certificate—as a voucher to the 
government—that such a man lost such a 
slave by the march of the Kansas Brigade. 


Slavery disappears before my Brigade. 


[Applause.] I guess that's true. [Renew- 
ed applause.] 
But it disappears on the 


principle I have laid down. I venture to 
say that if I were to tell Montgomery, or 
Blunt, or Stewart, or Williams, or Bowles, 
"you shan't take those slaves," the reply 
would be—" slaves are men, and you shan't 
make me nigger catcher for traitors."— 
[Great cheering.] 


Is there a man here who would act as 


slave-catcher for Price ? I wonder if that 
dirty dog Prince would do it I This is the 
sin, this is the charge against us. We 
march to crush out treason and let slavery 
take care of itself. 
If they don't want sla- 


very to perish let them lay down their arms 
—or do the other thine—keep Lane's Brig- 
ade out of Missouri. [Rapturous applause.] 
In my opinion this war will never be suc- 
cessfully carried ont so long as an army 
marches through slave states as a boat goes 
through a flock of ducks. They fly up on 
its approach and nestle down as soon as it 
has passed. The boat is safe and so are 
the ducks. When you march through a 
state yon must so march that traitors will 
feel the horrors of war. Take the Union 
men by the hand, but lay waste the proper- 
ty of traitors. Why is so much sympathy 
shown for traitors and none for Union men ? 
Hundreds and hundreds of Union men have 
followed tbe Kansas Brigade 'to escape the 
clutches of traitors. Not a word of sym- 
pathy for such men. But let a slaveholder 
lose a nigger and the very air resounds with 
cries for the return of tbe fugitive.— 
["Shame," "Shame."] Now I'll tell you 
what I want of yon. We'll do your fighting. 
We'll try and not surrender. We ask the 
people of Kansas to stand between us and 


tbe cowardly traitors who stand iu our rear. 


But the Kansas Brigade is to be dissolv- 


ed because it built forts and organized forces 
at Humboldt, Leroy, Neosho Falls, Verdi- 
gris, Walnut Creek, Fall River, Turkey 
Creek—seven forts on your frontier, where 
tbe people, instead of being stampeded and 
driven from the state, can rally for their de- 
fence. 
Is it because Matthews invaded 


Humboldt ? Four days before that raid I 
ordered a fort to be built there, but for some 
reason it was not done. But who followed 
"Matthews and killed him ? My order book 
will show that I ordered Lieut. Col. Blunt 
to pursue Matthews to Arkansas, and he 
did pursue him till he slew him. Blunt 
marched down into the Cherokee country ; 
he followed Matthews to his den and killed 
him. 


• What is the reason Price and Rains did 
not march into Kansas? Did Prince keep 
off the 12,000? 
Did Robinson do it?— 


Did Blood, who went in pursuit of a 
herd of cattle and ran to Pike's Peak, 
did Blood drive away the 12,000? 
Did 


Sam Smith doit? But they say Price and 
Rains had no intention of invading Kan- 
sas. 
Price marched 12,000 men to within 


eight miles of Fort Scott. He intended to 
take it. The " peace" men all left, and a 
town is always in danger when the traitors 
run away. There were more valuable 
stores at Forts Scott and Lincoln, at that 
time, than there were at Lexington. But 
we get no credit for driving back the trait- 
ors because we lost sixty mules. If they 
charge me with those mules they ought at 
least to give me credit for what I have cap- 
tured from the enemy. We took one hun- 
dred and fifty at one haul at Morristown, 
aud it wasn't much of a day for mules ei- 
ther. 


We are thwarted in obtaining troops be- 


cause they are wanted in New Mexico. I 
should like to know what New Mexico is 
worth with Kansas lost ? That New Mexi- 
can project was got up to prevent the or- 
ganization of tbe Kansas brigade; inadver- 
tently, I have no doubt, by Gen. Fremont, 
but intentionally by Robinson. 


What has the state government done for 


the protection of Kansas ? How was south- 
ern Kansas saved ? 
I called the people to 


the rescue. They came. I found arms .be- 
longing to Uncle Sam. I took the respon- 
sibility of opening the boxes and giving 
the arms to the people. Now you go to tbe 
fort and they will tell you Lane is a thief. 
But Kansas would have been invaded had 
not those two thousand men been armed 
with those guns. But I took clothes !— 
Cols. Johnson, ^Ritchie, Montgomery and 
Weer, came to me one evening when it was 
raining—oh, great God, how it was rain- 
ing ! The men had no tents, no blankets, 
no clothing. Fighting is hard enough 
even when you are well cared for. 
Aud I 


told those colonels, " If there is anything 
there that will make your men comfortable, 
take it," and they did take it. I didn't ask 
whose boots they were; I thought they be- 
longed to Uncle Sam, and they did. 
And 


here a Kansas paper calls me a thief, be- 
cause I took the clothing that otherwise 
would have fallen into the hands of the en- 
emy. 


We ask you to staud between us and the 


vile traitor slanderers in the rear. Position 
don't excuse treason. 
The higher the po- 


sition the greater the treason. I arraign 
before this people Charles Robinson, as u 
traitor to his country. 
Last Sunday, Rob- 


inson and Prince were couspiriug to de- 
stroy the Kansas brigade—seeking to do 
that which traitors cannot do. The officers 
at this fort have thwarted me at every step. 
I begged them for one piece of artillery. I 
could not get it. If we had had one 12- 
pound howitzer, we could have whipped 
Price and Rains at Drywood, and thus 
have averted the disastrous defeat at Lex- 
ington, and prevented the shedding of riv- 
ers of blood ; but we could not get it. 


How would you like to see Prince a ma- 


jor general ? What has he ever done to 
deserve it? On an inclement night he re- 
fused to let twenty-six sick Ohio soldiers 
into the Fort. And yet Gov. Robinson is 
to reward priuce by making him a major 
general! 
["Never," "Never,"] 
Prince 


told tho Ohio sergeant that the soldiers 
ought to be sent to the guard house.— 
["Haug him," "Haug him."] I am speak- 
ing from the record—from affidavits—and 
as Jim Lane lives, those affidavits shall go 
before the government and drive the inhu- 
man scoundrel from his position. ["Good,'' 
" Good."] 


I have commanded seven armies, and I 


have found that officers succeed when they 
treat soldiers as men ; do that and they 
will fight for you. Why, my soldiers would 
follow me right into the middle of hell.— 
And let me tell you that if I wanted to make 
a sure job of capturing the Old Fellow, I'd 
take the Kansas Brigade and do it, though 
he had Robinson and Prince to help him. 
[Terrific cheering.] 


Kansas is the jewel of tbe west. 
It is 


all there is between the Missouri and the 
Rocky Mountains. It is the jewel in the 
cap of Freedom. In a department with its 
headquarters iu St. Louis, Kansas is not as 
secure as she should be. So difficult is it 
to convey intelligence across Missouri that 
it is not safe for us to receive our orders 
from St. Louis. The true interests of Kan. 
sas demand that she should be in a sepa- 
rate department, with Fort Leavenworth as 
its base. [Cheera.] It is a military ue- 
cessity.

Robinson and Prince could have afforded 
to let me serve my country for nothing ? 


If the government will make a separate 


department here, I will resign my senator- 
ship and accept it- This department ought 
to be commanded by a Kansas man. Then 
we can save Kansas, restore the Cherokee 
country, and a good deal south of it. 


Ask the government to give this army a 


sufficient supply of artillery. 
They have 


lately ordered 2,500 guns. Can't we have 
six of them ? They are needed for service, 
and I tell you nothing gives the soldier so 
much courage as the sight of those big 
guns. I would like to have yon get this de- 
partment so that we can clean out that 
thing (the Fort) up yonder. Let us turn 
out the hea-tless scoundrels who have in- 
sulted us for years. 
[Cheers.]

remain with them to the death. 


An express train on the North Missouri 


railroad was captured yesterday, at Renick, 
by a band of armed' rebels, numbering 30 
men. 
They took sir United States officers 


prisoners, and searched the train'; but in 
their hurry overlooked seven cases of En- 
field rifles and ^several boxes of uniforms 
that were in the express car. 


A report has ju*t reached here that the 


bridge over Big 'river, on the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad, was burned last evening by 
armed secessionists, 'and the guard of fed- 
eral soldiers stationed 'there captured. 


A bill was introdnced.in the convention 


this morning to issue revenue bills from ten 
to one hundred dollars each; and made pay- 
able in specie at the state treasury.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.

This 
morning at 11, the Pocahontas, while pass- 
ing Shipping Point, ten miles below Indian 
Head, was seen from the Yankee, at anchor 
four miles above, to throw shells into the 
woods, receiving no response. 
See passed 


on. 
Presently the Yankee observed the 


woods being cut down, and falling into the 
water, at and below shipping Point, disclo- 
sing their fortifications and guns in posi- 
tion. The Seminole, going down soon after 
the Pocahontas, was fired into from the 
guns at intervals for six miles. Sixty shot 
and shells were counted falling and burst 
ing near and over her. 
She replied with 


eleven-inch guns, which appeared to be ill- 
directed and with other guns, from which 
shells burst among the rebels. 
The rebels' 


guns are very heavy, and are computed to 
be a dozen in number. Seven nine-inch 
nuns are known to be in the neighborhood. 
The explosions shook the Yankee percepti- 
bly. 
The channel is three-quarters of a 


mile wide at this point.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. 


The following order has been issued from 


the army headquarters : United States sol- 
diers taken prisoners by the rebels, having 
been released on taking the oath not to 
fight against the southern government, the 
government has ordered that an equal num- 
ber of rebel prisoners now confined in this 
city and elsewhere, be released on taking 
the prescribed oath of allegiance or an oath 
not to bear arms against the United States. 


A detachment of the rebels, last night, 


approached the position occupied by the 
federal troops of Gen. Smith's division, near 
Lewinsville, and threw shells and shot into 
the camp, but were driven off. 
None of 


our men were injured, 
The suddenness of 


the attack, however, led to the belief that a 
more serious demonstration was intended, 
and the troops were kept under arms during 
the night. The federal army this morning 
advanced to a "position two miles beyond 
Lewinsville. 


ST. Locis, Oct. 15. 


A guard of ten federal troops, stationed 


at the bridge over Big River, on the Iron 
Mountain railroad, about fifty miles south 
of here, were captured by a band of rebels 
on Monday night, and the bridge burned. 
On the receipt of the intelligence, Gen. Cur- 
tis dispatched several companies of troops 
from Camp Benton, and a squad of bridge 
builders, to the scene of trouble. 


A report prevails that the town of Potosi 


was to be sacked, and secessionists here 
hint that this is an introduction of a scheme 
for the capture ofIronton, and the ultimate 
seizure of St. Louis. It is reported here, 
by what is deemed reliable secession au- 
thority, that fifteen rifled cannon passed up 
White river, Arkansas, last week, in charge 
of Capt. Wade, Major Clark and Furgus 
McRea, all St. Louisiana, destined for Price's 
army in this state.

ST. Louis, Oct. 15. 


This has been an exciting day here, caus- 


ed first, by reports this morning, in connec- 
tion with the bridge burning, that the reb 
els had captured Ironton and were ro arch- 
ing 20,000 strong on St. Louis ; second, by 
a panic in the exchange market, and the 
impossibility of procuring any on any terms 
for Missouri money, coupled with the refus- 
al of freight agents receiving freight for the 
east, in consequence of the trunk lines be- 
ing blocked by freight already, so that ship- 
ments are stopped, except to Chicago and 
by lakes and canal; third, by the afternoon 
dispatches, giving Cameron's order to stop 
work on the city fortifications and the pay- 
ment of outstanding claims contracted by 
Fremont, amounting to several millions.— 
The last report created the most excitement. 
Probably thousands are waiting and depen- 
dent upon their pay from the government. 
This increased the value of gold and ex- 
change, and will prevent the discrediting of 
Missouri money eventually, as there is no 
other to be had for business purposes unless 
government notes are largely circulated. 


We have no farther particulars of the 


bridge burning. The authorities are chary 
of giving news to the press. The secession- 
ists were in great glee, but cooled down by 
noon. 


The work has not yet stopped on the for- 


tifications, Cameron's alleged orders to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The barracks 
are completed. 


Rev. Dr. McAnally has been released on 


the petition of friends, on the ground of 
serious ill-health, and a pledge not to offend 
again. His office was searched. 


Fremont's removal is more talked of now 


than ever. Blair's friends are confident it 
will take place in ten days, and have so 
publicly declared. 


The Democrat's special Jefferson City 


dispatch, to-night, says that Gen. Prentiss 
went to Tipton, last night, and had a con- 
ference with Gen. Fremont, at the encamp- 
ment. He leaves for St. Louis to-morrow, 
on important business connected with his 
command. All is exceedingly quiet here,

From tbe Seventh Regiment. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, Oct. 10. 


I promised to write when we were located, 


and this being the only time we have been 
in one place for more than two days, and 
having some intimation of leaving to-mor- 
row, I improve the first opportunity. 


We have been assigned to Gen. King's 


Brigade, McDowell's division of tbe army, 
and are located about three miles west of 
Long Bridge, on, or rather in the sacred 
soil of Virginia. Our camping ground is 
on a ridge of land which was densely cover- 
ed with small timber until it was partially 
cleared by the New York 23d, some two 
months since. 


The Wisconsin Sixth is encamped on our 


right and the Second on our left; and if 
the Wisconsin boys adhere as tenaciously 
to Virginia soil as the Virginia clay does 
to them, they soon will acquire the reputa- 
tion of " bricks." We had a heavy fall of 
rain last night, and most of the departments 
of the Seventh this morning are run by wa- 
ter. 
The effect on the sanitary condition 


of the camp has not been very good. The 
rain had washed off the mud and let the 
measles come out, and tbe Surgeon's report 
indicates 31 new cases in 24 hours. The 
health of the men is excellent, except the 
measles, which we brought with us from 
Madison, and propose to take to Richmond 
the first opportunity. We have lost no pa- 
tients and most of them our surgeons treat 
in camp. 
v""-- 


One of our guard was shot last night, 


which produced some sensation, but it 
proved to have been done by himself, acci- 
dentally. 
His wound is 'not considered 


dangerous. 


The reputation which the Wisconsin boys 


have here is certainly enviable ; we were 
greeted with perfect enthusiasm along the 
whole route, and the advanced position as- 
signed us, within five miles of the enemy, 
is an indication that Wisconsin troops are 
considered reliable,—we hope that when 
the test comes they will prove true to the 
confidence reposed in them. 


War matters here have assumed a firm, 


business-like appearance, and the earnest- 
ness with which those.iu authority arc act- 
ing strongly indicates that decisive action 
will soon commence. A casual observer 
can form but little idea of the number of 
troops and the war material collected along 
the Potomac. 
A frequent visit to the vari- 


ous departments of the army satisfy me 
that the number of troops is sufficient for 
any force the south can command. Our 
forces are gradually crowding towards the 
enemy, and regiments are going south on 
secret service, and crossing the river at this 
point constantly. Over 20,000 moved yes- 
terday, and I presume an equal number to- 
day. A great share of those on the Mary- 
land side will soon be in Virginia. The 
rebels, I think, from their movements, have 
given up the idea of making an attack on 
Washington, and are using every effort to 
draw us on to Manassas ; but I think their 
efforts will be useless. Thj advance will 
not be made direct upon that point. 
Suffi- 


cient force will remain here to guard ths 
capitol beyond any contingency, and con- 
stantly ancoy them by advancing slowly, 
until a counter movement oran attack along 
the coast, compels them to withdraw their 
forces in our front ; then we shall start for 
Richmond. I have had a long conversa- 
tion to-day with a Brooklyn surgeon, who 
has been a prisoner at Richmond since the 
battle at Bull's Run until last week. He 
thinks the south is losing ground daily, and 
the most enthusiastic are growing discour- 
aged.
